23. (Original) The method of claim 19 wherein adverse effects 
associated with the administration of racemic bupropion are reduced or avoided.

127. (New) A method of treating or preventing an affective disorder 
which comprises administering to a patient in need of such treatment or prevention a 
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therapeutically or prophylactically effective amount of a bupropion metabolite, or a 
pharmaceutically acceptable salt, solvate, hydrate, or clathrate thereof, wherein the 
bupropion metabolite, or pharmaceutically acceptable salt, solvate, hydrate, or 
clathrate thereof, is adjunctively administered with a therapeutically or 
prophylactically effective amount of a second pharmacologically active compound. 

128. (New) The method of claim 127, wherein the bupropion 
metabolite is optically pure (S,S)-2-(3-chlorophenyl)-2-hydroxy-3,5,5-trimethyl- 
morphinol, or a pharmaceutically acceptable salt, solvate, hydrate, or clathrate 
thereof. 

129. (New) The method of claim 127, wherein the affective 
disorder is alcohol addiction, an anxiety disorder, attention deficit disorder, attention 
deficit disorder with hyperactivity, attention deficit/hyperactivity disorder, a bipolar 
or manic condition, bulimia, chronic fatigue syndrome, cocaine addiction, depression, 
narcolepsy, nicotine addiction, obesity, premenstrual syndrome, seasonal affective 
disorder, or weight-gain. 

130. (New) The method of claim 128, wherein the affective 
disorder is alcohol addiction, an anxiety disorder, attention deficit disorder, attention 
deficit disorder with hyperactivity, attention deficit/hyperactivity disorder, a bipolar 
or manic condition, bulimia, chronic fatigue syndrome, cocaine addiction, depression, 
narcolepsy, nicotine addiction, obesity, premenstrual syndrome, seasonal affective 
disorder, or weight-gain. 

131. (New) The method of claim 127, wherein the second 
pharmacologically active compound is a selective serotonin reuptake inhibitor, a 
5-HT3 inhibitor, or nicotine. 

132. (New) The method of claim 128, wherein the second 
pharmacologically active compound is a selective serotonin reuptake inhibitor, a 
5-HT3 inhibitor, or nicotine. 
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
